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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration the applicant's arguments filed on 2/15/2008 are persuasive. 
Contrary to the Examiners previous position, Sandford et al. fails to anticipate 
claims 1 and 11. While Sandford et al. teaches of a similarly situated device, 
having significant complimentary correlations, it fails to operate as claimed. 
Sandford does not teach of making the current flowing when setting a state larger 
than a current following when viewing a state. Therefore the above said features 
in combination with the other limitations of the above independent claims 1 and 
11, and therefore claims 1-16, are found to be allowable over the prior art of 
record.
